SEItOR CLASS HISTORy 


The class of *51 entered St. Clair High 
School eighty-three strong, gathering its 
members from St. Mary’s and all the rural 
schools as well as from our own public 
school. Mr. Eggers, advisor of the first 
section of the class, had as officers in his 
home room; president, Roy Kapanka; sec- 
retary, Mary Kraft; treasurer, Charles 
Distelrath. Coach Waytulonis, the advisor 
of the second section, had as his officers; 
president, Earl McCartney; vice president, 
Betty Rose; treasurer, Melvin Marsh. Our 
Student Council representatives were Clyde 
Hasler and Thelma Miller. That year we 
gave our first school party, the May Dance 
which was, we are glad to say, a success. 

The next year we were upperclassmen 
and made our home on the third floor 
(Though we complained of having to climb 
the extra flight of stairs.) We now had only 
seventy-one members. The officers of Mr. 
Eggers’homeroom were; president, Clyde 
Hasler; vice president, William Landon; 
secretary, Mary Grieg; treasurer, Shirley 
Fordt. Mr. Saul, the advisor of the second 
section had assisting him; president, Sam 
Webster; vice president, Harlan Minor; and 
secretary, Joyce Ruff. Our Student Council 
representatives, were Joyce Ruff and Will- 
iam Bliven. Having need fora class treas- 
urer we elected Joyce Ruff. Some of the 
boys were now playing Varsity sports and 
we turned out often to watch the games. 
This year Harry Mayhew was elected vice 
president and Joyce Ruff secretary of the 
Student Council. 

We were juniors when we came back to 
school in the fall of 1949 with ideas of 
raising money for the Junior-Senior Ban- 
quet. Miss Fritz and Mr. Eggers were the 
advisors who saw us through all our prob- 
lems. Our class officers were Harry May- 
hew, president; Dan Beach, vice president; 
Sam Webster, secretary; and treasurer, 
Shirley Fordt. We elected Mary Greig and 
Joanne Williams and Charles McManigal 
to serve on the Student Council. To start 
making money, we sold refreshments at 
the football games. 

Br-r-r- but it was cold at times. For the 
Carnival we put on a minstrel show in 
which Bill Land on impersonated A1 Jolson. 


In the midst of our Junior activities, our 
class rings arrived, as promised, before 
Christmas, We chose for our junior play 
“And Came the Spring” which starred such 
famous actors as Georgia Cronkhite, Mary 
Greig, Eunice Brown, Mary J. Koenig, 
Dorothy Smith, Bill Bliven, Ray Ellis, 
Harry Mayhew, Don Leach and Dan Thom- 

tained the seniors at the Black River Coun- 
try Club. 

. . . . Oh, by the way, that year we won 

honors in the Student Council in the spring 
elections: Harry Mayhew was elected pres- 
ident; Dan Beach, vice president; Dorothy 
Smith, treasurer; and William Bliven, pub- 
licity manager of the Council. Carol Carri- 
gan was elected editor of the ECHO. 

Now at long last we are seniors !! ! There 
are only forty- seven of us, and of the forty- 
seven, only ten have been together since 
kindergarten days. Miss Fritz and Mr. 
Eggers have continued to serve as our class 
advisors.
